Indianapous, Jan. Mb— Tha fast ex- 
press on the Air line division of the 
Louisville, New Albany and (-hicago 
railroad was wreckeil at the trctk over 
Wilson's creek, sixteen miles north of 
this city, shortly bafoia 8 o'clock yester- 
day morning. Seven persons lost their 
lives, an 1 over twenty were injured, sev- 
eral of till' latter fatally. 

The train left Chicago at 1 1 :.").") o'clo<^k 
Sunday ni,L;ht. and was due in this city 
at 8 ;•.'() yesterday morning. OckxI time 
waa being made when the truck of the 
tender jum|)ed the track, jast as the 
edge of the trestle was reached. In this 
condition it was dragged over the trestle 
whioh was safely cleared by the engine, 
bnggige oar and smoker, tha ladies 
coaonand the sleppar walrlng up the 
rest of th<> train. 

The ))ulling of tha trucks across the 
treetle is supposed to have nnloosad tha 
rails, and when tha ladies' coach reached 
the center, the structure gave way and 
it fell with a crash to the creek below, a 
distance of forty feet. The sleeper fol- 
lowed and (ompleted the destruction of 
the ladii s coac h by falling upon it. It 
tlien rolled io one side. 

Alino-t ninuillaneously with the (all* 
ing of the tiist coach. It took fire and 
added theieiT'ir of the tlaiues to the 
awful (ondiiioii of tiie women, children 
and men, who had baao Ttfflgftf and 
wed).'ed in the wreck. 

After ( learing the trestle the iMggage 
car and smoker also left tbe track, and 
rolled down the embankment. Every- 
thing was in the greatest confusion, and 
the cries of the persons piniooad in the 
burniii,i; wreck of the day oar seemed to 
paraly/e those who had escaped without 
mjury.

The bill to increase the pay of Sheriffs 
to $2 a day for waiting on courts was ad- 
VMBely ' repotted asd d#lsaled. 

The attempt of the lottery companies 
to stave off an investigation was defeated, 
and they will have to show down. 

The Senate cigarette bill was tabled 
by the House through some shrewd par- 
liamentary work of Mr. 8«ttle, of Owen. 

A bin it pending to pri>vent lite in* 

iOrance agents from givina rebates, or in 
Other words, knocking off part of their 
oommlssloiia aa an tndacemeot to secore 
bnslnees. 

Senator Wortham's bill to repeal the 
act requiring the Assessor's reports to be 
copied by County Clerks, was reported 
favorably by the comnii»tee. at whose re- 
quest it was ordered printed. Action upon 
it is deferred. 

Senator Wortham's bill punishing the 
carrying of a concealed pistol to any 
election or public or private gathering 
with a fine of from $".0 tD J20() and im- 
prisonment from one to six months, re- 
ceived a favorable report from tbe Com- 
mittee on Oeneral Statutes. 

The Senate bas passed a bill amending 
tbe General Statutes so as to make it an 
assault to draw, or pohit, at a person, an 
unloaded pistol. Also to make it a felony 
to shoot at any person from ambush, 
pnnisliable by ImprlaoameBt In the peni- 
tentiary from one to ten years. 

Senator Dickerson's bill amending the 
law for government of the penitentiary, 
was passed by a vote of 27 to 5. It ex- 
tends tbe provisions of the parole law so 
that the Commissioners may parole ss 
many prisoners as they desire, instead of 
only 5 per cent, of the whole nnmber, as 
at present.

turing in Kentucky to pay their em- 
ployes semi*monthIy in lawfol money of 

tlie United States, instead of tirtfs 
checks, cards or scrip, good forsu|>piit8

Mr. W. M. Smith, of Graves, intro- 
duced a bill to amend the law on larceny. 
He raises the grade of grand larceny to 
the theft of |20 or more, and provides 
that males stealing articles of less value 
shall be publicly whipped by the Sheriff, 
who is directed to lay on from ten to 
thirty lashes, according to tl>e judgment 
of tbe coart Females guilty of like 
offenses are to be tmprieoned in the 
couuty jail.

London, Jan. 28.— The Dieppe nnd 
New Haven steamer Paris is now lying 
infievMr bajr. Th« tmmI left Dieppe 
•MffHy after nUliilffat on Ssturday on a 
TCtum voyage to Kew HaTts. Mio had 
about fifty pasMngeri on board, of 
•whom a little more than one-third were 
ladies. It was blowing a heavy gale at 
the time >hi' left the li.ii bor, but it was 
not tiioii;^ht to be suHiciwit lo prL^ent 
the vo-^^cl CI (isning. 

Thebdiit. bowuvwr hnt\ not left Hie 
liarbor niuic tlian half an hour when it 
was found that tliero was a tremendous 
(>ea running iu the channel, and the wind 
had increased terrifically, for the liarlxir 
had baen sheltered by the land. The 
wind waa nearly west with u }(oint ur 
two of north iu it, the wind in this direc- 
tion throwing the whole weight of (he 
aea, which is described as ternfic, on to 
tfaa n«noh shore, and consequently was 
dead against the Tsseel, whicli from this 
tiiM for the nest twcnty-four hours was 
doaoaad to undergo the moil severe test- 
ing and frightful Torage. 

£[aTfaig TOt so Car to sea nothing oould 
be done btu keep steadilr ahead, which 
Capt. Sharp resolved to ao. Indeed there 
is no doubt that the captain's action and 
cool judgment throughout kept the veM- 
K.1 from foumlering. btcaiiiing nlowly 
across the channal in the fearlul .seii, the 
vessel sometimes rolled ahu().->t on lier 
beam ends, but nothing; serious ha|)pened 
until nearly 4 o'clock. Tlie vessel was 
then about thirty miles from Dieppe, 
-when Buddeiily a great, crashin;; noise 
was heard in the starboard paddle Ixix. 

The worst fears were now ent^-rtained 
and the engines were biopp d in order to 
ascertain the cause of the sound. It was 
already apparent that the paddle wheel 
had fadlea, but the eea was running so 
hl|^ that an adequate examination was 
impossible. It was discovered, however, 
thai the paddle box had been ripped up, 
and, from the peculiar indications, it 
was evident that some of the floats and 

gearing of the wheel which directs the 
oats had been torn away by the terrific 
weight of the ssa, which washed up in- 
to the paddle box. 

The p<»iitiou was a nutxt nerious one, 
•which the passengers fully realized. 
The captain then c<iu--ulted the o/licers 
ou the dangerous position of the vessel. 
It was found tliat t>y driving thf engines 
some dibasti-r might hapjien to the ship, 
and she might founder, while, on the 
other hand, she was ax the iin rcy of a 
fearful sea and Uie violence of a gale 
blowing dead on the French coast, 
where not so very long ago u sister ship 
of the Paris, namely, the Victoria, came 
to a disastrous end. The ship was liter- 
ally helpless, and drifted nearer an<l 
nearer to land until Cape (iriznez was in 
dangerous proximity. 

Two coursfcs were left open to the cap- 
tain, either tlie vessel must irretrievably 
go ashore and founder, the sea dashing 
tremendously high along the shore. t)r 
the engines nui>l be used, and the risk 
vhicli had prrv iuu-sly been ihonjiit too 
great must nu\^ in- chan<-i'd. The start- 
ing of tlie ( n^iiirs by the chief engineer 
caused the ,l;i culi^^t aiixi' iy. It was 
o'clock w hen llic -^tailing ol i he engines, 
at the sliiwisl pii-sible speed. \\asfc)l- 
lowed by a leirllile ciiisU. whu li ^tartled 
everylK<dy on board. e\i ri tlie crew. 
Tlie crushing uoise came from tiie dam- 
aged wheel, the whole of which is made 
of steel. 

In this way a night of awful suspense 
was spent in the channel, the vessel be* 
ing dnf ted rather than propelled. Just 
before daybreak the lights td Uouth Port- 
lead were descried, and two hours later 
land was risible. The captain eventual- 
It found his way into Dover bay without 
the aid of a tug, and put his vessel along- 
side the admiralty pier. C^wds of peo-. 
mle assembled to witness her enter the 
oar and the landing of the pawengers. 
wBo were seat to Lonobn oj special 
train. 

The Hailorn. some of wlMMtt have been 
crossing the < hauuel twenty or thirtv 
years. desciil>e the voyage as awful, 
stating that they hatl never seen such 
•eas. 

The British steamer Anaranth, ('apt. 
Baunders, at l4veri>ool from Norfolli, 
reports that one or the men having 
charge of the cattle on boanl was washra 
overboard and drowned. Fifty-one 
cattle were lost, and many others were 
injured. The Uambui-g-American line 
steamer Danla. Capt. Bareuds, which 
utimi from Hamburg yesterday, will 
take the Suevia's passengers and cargo 
from Southampton. 

Youngest Widow la OhiA. 
Columbus, O., Jan. 28.— Mrs. Dros 
Ickes, who lives with her mother here, 
is probably the youngest widow in tlie 
Ktate. She is a mere cliild, only 14 years 
old, while her husband was nearly three 
times as old. Three weeks a^o yester- 
day she eloped and wa.s luai i ied at Ash- 
land, Ky., with Ickes, who was an em- 
ploye oi her mother. He died yesterday 
afternoou li oni pneuMiotiia superinduced 
by la grippe. I^ocal paper <4)ndemed 
Ickes severely at the time of the elope- 
ment, lier maiden name was Winter- 
ringer, and her neighbbrs say she woi-e 
short dresses only a few months ago.

A large number of oth- 
ers, however, will not re((uire help for 
the reason that, while they harvested 
small crops last year, they had good har- 
vests the year before, and therefore havo 
a little something loft to tide them over 
the trouble. 

Asked what orsanization had been 
effected for the relief of these people, 
Mr. Crandon said that so far as he waa 
aware, it was entirely local in tlw veri* 
ous towns and counties. "Tliey send 
out accredited agents to solicit aid." he 
added, • and the Northwestern ( omijany 
forwards the contributions tree of 
chur>;e.
